THE future of The Playhouse theatre, Harlow 
Youth Council and the town’s paddling pools 
have been thrown into doubt after a consultation 
on next year’s budget revealed they were the least 
popular among residents. 

In July Harlow Council embarked on a two- 
month public consultation on spending priorities 
as it plans for a future with less money. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) it published the results of 
the survey but insisted it will not rush into any 
“short-term” decisions. 

The survey included funding choices for services 
the council provides itself or pays for directly 
including those discretionary services it is not 
legally obliged to offer as well as those it is 
required by law to provide. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: “This is the 
first time the council has run a consultation of 
this size on such an important issue. It reflects the 
desire to be open and transparent on the decisions 
we have to make. 

“I would like to thank the many residents who 
took part and told us what their budget choices 
would be. We have some challenging decisions 
ahead of us. Having a picture of what services are 
the most important to the community will help 
with those decisions.” 

The majority of respondents said they wanted to 
see the level of council services stay the same. 

The council scored each service based on the 
number of responses it had for ceasing, reducing, 
or increasing provision. The option to scrap statu¬ 
tory services was not available.

Based on the scoring system, the discretionary 
services which received the highest scores were 
parks, playgrounds and green spaces, regenera¬ 
tion of the town and reducing anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Discretionary services which received the lowest 
scores were Harlow Youth Council, sports and lei¬ 
sure, The Playhouse, paddling pools and grants to 
the voluntary and charity sector. 

One resident, when referring to The Playhouse 
which this year received £820,000 of council tax¬ 
payers’ money, wrote: “Some groups presumably 


use the theatre because it is there . . . their 
existence is not [dependent] upon the the¬ 
atre building. If given an option, I would 
rather [lose] this tired looking building 
rather than lose the [benefits] the green 
space and parks bring to the town.” 

Another wrote: “With respect to The 
Playhouse, it should have to operate 
in the same commercial field that 
others do and pay its way or cease 
trading. Why should taxpayers with no 
interest in the arts pay their taxes to 
benefit those who do?” 

Other suggestions included introducing a 
small entrance fee for Pets’ Corner, charging 
to use the paddling pools and reducing coun¬ 
cillors’ allowances. 

The statutory services which received the 
highest scores were road and pavement 
repairs, street cleaning and meeting housing 
need while local council tax support, planning, 
licensing and the administration of revenues 
and benefits scored the lowest. 

The results were compiled from 489 com¬ 
pleted surveys sent to 2,000 randomly 
selected home, giving a statistically 
reliable sample of households in 
Harlow. A further 540 surveys 
were completed online 
and on paper by other 
residents or groups 
who wanted to have 
their say.

Wedding woes for couples hit by hotel closure 



MANAGEMENT at the Swallow 
Churchgate Hotel in Old Harlow 
have refused to confirm rumours 
that it will close next week. 

People with bookings say they 
have been told the Churchgate 
Street hotel will close nextThurs- 
day. The hotel’s website is also 
not taking bookings for rooms 
after this date. 

A manager refused to confirm 
or deny the rumours when the 
Star called yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day). 

A spokesman for Deloitte, rep¬ 
resenting the administrators for 
the seller, said: “As contract nego¬ 
tiations are ongoing, we are not 
in a position to comment on any 
potential closure. In the event

survey felt that Harlow Council’s 
share of council tax should stay the 
same, while 16 per cent would agree 
to an increase. However, a third - 34 
per cent - favoured a cut. 

Thirty-nine per cent of respond¬ 
ents in the ‘open’ survey felt the 
council’s share of council tax should 
stay the same and 39 per cent- 
would agree to an increase, with the 
remainder favouring a decrease. 

Residents were also asked for their 
views on services that the council 
does not currently provide and 
almost 400 suggestions were 
received. The issue that topped this 
list was street lighting, currently 
provided by Essex County Council, 
followed by garden waste collec¬ 
tions and the provision of youth 
services. 

Cllr Clempner added: “Now the 
results are published I'd like the 
community to provide feedback 
and comments. 

“I want to be clear that no deci¬ 
sions on the future of any service 
have yet been made, and we will not 
rush into short-term decisions.

into account the consultation, the 
money available to the council, the 


constraints placed on us on how we 
spend it, the need for the finances to 
be sustainable in the medium to 
long term, and ensuring fairness for 
all for Harlow’s residents. 

“I welcome the fact that residents 
share my view that they want to see 
a positive, visible difference to 
Harlow in areas such as parks, play¬ 
grounds and open spaces, and in 
street cleaning. 

“While progress has already been 
made in this area, we will certainly 
be taking into account these views 
when setting next year’s budget.” 

Conservative group leader Andrew 
Johnson said he hoped the results 
would lead to a wider conversation 
with the public over how to fund 
services such as The Playhouse and 
the paddling pools. 

“It’s a really good place for further 
conversations to take place. I hope it 
doesn’t mean things will just shut,” 
he said. 

Since 2011 the amount of money 
the council receives from the 
Government - which funds 46 per 
cent of services - has been cut by 
almost 50 per cent. This is expected 
to continue with an expected fur¬ 
ther reduction of 16 per cent in 
2015/16 and 10 per cent in 2016/17.

I feel police did not treat 
my complaint seriously 

SIR I am writing to you to share an incident 
which occurred involving a group of 
travellers and one of their animals and the 
struggle I have experienced in getting 
Harlow police to treat the incident with the 
seriousness it deserved. 



I work full time and I have a six-year-old 
daughter. We chose our house in Tithelands 
because we liked the playing field and 
children’s playground located at the bottom 
of our garden. 

One Sunday back in June I was playing a 
ball game with my child on the field. She 
threw the ball which rolled towards where a 
group of travellers had set up camp. As I 
went to retrieve it a large dog ran up to me 
and bit my forearm, causing bleeding and 
an injury approximately 4.5 inches long. I 
was obviously in shock so went home to 
clean the wound. 

The next day I attended my GP surgery 
and was given a tetanus booster injection 
and a week’s worth of antibiotics. My GP 
advised me to report the incident to the 
police which I did and was told officers 
would come to take a statement within 24 
hours. 

After three days of waiting I decided to 
email a picture of my injury, along with my 
concerns that if the dog had attacked a child 
the injury sustained could potentially be 
life-changing. The response I received was 
that it was not possible to get officers to 
attend every incident within 24 hours. Five 
days after the incident I was asked to attend 
the police station to make a statement 
which I did. 

I then received an email from the police 
officer who had taken my statement stating, 
incorrectly, the animal was caged and 
therefore not dangerously out of control. It 
went on to inform me that it is considered a 
normal animal reaction to bite something 
that enters its territory. I was gobsmaked; 
did this officer really not listen to a word I 
was saying or was this a deliberate attempt 
not to act on the information provided? 

I was outraged that I had taken the time to 
report this incident in an attempt to prevent 
a child being hurt and the police were not 
interested. After a meeting with the Chief 
Inspector and numerous email exchanges, it 
has now been recognised that this incident 
was not dealt with appropriately and will 
now be investigated. 

This particular group of travellers have 
now moved on but as I write they have been 
replaced by another group. I haven’t spotted 
any dogs as yet but the rubbish they dump 


is unhygienic and its council tax payers 
who will end up picking up the bill for the 
clean up job. 

I would urge all residents of Harlow to 
share their experiences to support the 
council in gaining a suitable resolution to 
the problem. 

A report in the Star stated that these 
travellers are only in Harlow because they 
have been refused planning permission to 
develop a site in Epping. We all have to 
abide by building regulations and I am sure 
there are many readers who have jumped 
through hoops to get extensions etc 
accepted. However, we have not yet 
resorted to parking a caravan on a public 
field.

UTC marks 
new era in 
education 



DELAYS on the construction of 
the Sir Charles Kao University 
Technical College in Harlow 
did not stop staff and students 
starting lessons on Monday. 

The UTC, which specialises in 
smart environments and medi¬ 
cal technology, is one of 13 new 
university technical colleges to 
open across the country this 
week. 

A total of 140 students are 
starting at the Harlow UTC 
-which has 12 teachers and 
seven support staff - this year. 

Aimed at 14-19 year-olds, it 
differs from traditional schools 
and career colleges by focusing 
on a techincal education. The 
curriculum does not include 
subjects such as art, music or 
drama. 

Principal Michael McKeaveney 
said: “We have the flexibility to 
spend more time looking in- 
depth at what students are 
learning through large projects 
that develop their initiative and 
teamwork skills. 

“They will have direct access 
to the sponsors and the employ¬ 
ers and complete ‘live’ projects 
that give them an experience of 
university life or the specialist 
work life they will eventually 
enter.” 

The students will also be sub¬ 
ject to rigorous assessment of 
their projects with representa¬ 
tives from the sponsors and 
linked companies sitting in. 

“I expect to see lessons that 
challenge the most able and 
support those who haven’t 
made as much progress as you’d 
expect,” said Mr McKeaveney. 
“I’d also expect those lessons 
and experiences to reflect the 


THE body responsible for buy¬ 
ing healthcare services for 
Harlow residents will be hold¬ 
ing its first annual meeting 
later this month.

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project and challenge work that 
the students are working on this 
term. 

“For instance, in January we 
are working with Raytheon on 
the physics and maths behind 
wind turbines while this term 
we are working on creating and 
engineering a knee joint that 
lasts longer than 20 years. 

“I’m expecting to see young¬ 
sters and adults that grow and 
flourish with the unique experi¬ 
ences we will give them.” 

As well as classrooms and 
seminar rooms, facilities at the 
UTC include computer aided 
design studios, a light engineer¬ 
ing and manufacturing centre, 
a computer science and elec- 
tronocis centre, science labora¬ 
tories and a large demonstra¬ 
tion hall. 

The delay in construction 
work was caused when one of 
the sub-contractors responsible 
for the mechanical and electri¬ 
cal aspects of the building went 
into administration over the 
summer. However, it is expect¬ 
ed it will be ready by the begin¬ 
ning of December. 

Until then, staff and students 
will be spending the autumn 
term working in a separate 
building on the Harlow College 
campus. 

“I’ve been overwhelmed by 
the support of the parents, the 
sponsors, the local college and 
local people in general,” said Mr 
McKeaveney. “It’s been a long 
time coming and a lot of work 
has gone into the project. It’s 
good to see it come to life.”

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Council clamps down on 
parking outside garages 

BIANCA CASTRO some modern vehicles are 
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HARLOW Council is clamp¬ 
ing down on drivers who 
park outside their garages 
on one estate. 

One resident, Roy Adams, of 
Kingsland, has rented his 
garage for 18 years and bran¬ 
ded the new rules “ludicrous”. 

Mr Adams, 65, received a 
letter from the council which 
said he was “not at liberty to 
park in a garage/hardstand 
area” and warned anyone 
parking outside could be at 
risk of being clamped. 

“Eve never heard of any¬ 
thing like this since I’ve had 
the garage,” he said. 

“The letter says something 
about blocking access to the 
garage and hardstanding 
area but I have had the 
garage 18 years and there 
have never been issues like 
that. 

“The person next to me has 
a vehicle that will not go into 
the garage so has to park it 
outside.” 

Retired Mr Adams, pictured 
above, who has a medium 
sized family car, said he had 
to park “very carefully” in his

garage to be able to open the 
door and get out of the vehi¬ 
cle. 

“We’re accused of blocking 
access, even though a road 
runs right through the mid¬ 
dle of the garages,” Mr 
Adams said. 

“They don’t say whose 
access we block but it must 


be a massive vehicle if cars 
parked off-road prevent it 
moving along a normal sized 
road. 

“It’s ludicrous and difficult 
to understand why someone 
at Harlow Council has decid¬ 
ed that they now have an 
access problem. 

“The garages are small and 


some modern vehicles are 
simply too tall to fit inside 
them. Residents continue to 
pay a quite extortionate rent 
so that they have a designat¬ 
ed place to leave their vehi¬ 
cles.” 

A Harlow Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The council has 
written to a number of 
garage block tenants in 
Kingsland. 

“This follows complaints 
from tenants that they are 
unable to access their garage 
due to several other garage 
tenants parking in front of 
garages either side of the 
block. 

“The council’s priority is to 
ensure that tenants are able 
to use the garages they pay 
for. We are reminding garage 
tenants that under the con¬ 
ditions of their tenancy that 
they cannot block access to a 
garage block or park outside 
a garage. 

“Clamping vehicles and 
pursuing enforcement action 
is a very last resort and is 
something the council con¬ 
stantly reviews. 

“The council is confident 
that it can resolve this issue 
working with residents.”

Homes programme review 

HARLOW Council is to review its modern homes 
programme to see if the service can be 
improved. 

The authority’s scrutiny committee is hoping to 
“identify if, and if appropriate how, customer 
satisfaction with modern homes programme can 
be improved within the resources available”. 

In June 2013 the authority unveiled a £22m 
scheme which paved the way for the start of 
modernising council homes as part of a five-year 
£100m programme. 

Since July 2013 more than 12,500 home 
improvements have been carried out in more 
than 4,650 council homes.

Science hub likely to 
create 700 new jobs 


Abuse victims ‘suffer in silence’ 


HUNDREDS of jobs would be created 
if Public Health England moves its 
national science hub from Wiltshire 
to Harlow. 

Speaking about the proposed move 
during a debate at Westminster Hall 
on Thursday, Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon said: “Public Health England’s 
move to Harlow would give the town 
a much-needed boost, 
with an estimated 700 
jobs created initially.” 

PHE announced in July 
that it would recommend 
moving the science hub 
programme from its cur¬ 
rent base in Porton Down 
near Salibury to the New 
Frontiers Science Park in 
Harlow. 

Under the recommen¬ 
dation the programme’s 
support services as well 
as PHE’s headquarters 
will be moved to Harlow 
while maintaining a cen¬ 
tral London base. 

Mr Halfon, who has 
campaigned for the move 
by holding meetings with 
Government ministers as 
well as raising the issue 
in the House of Commons, said: “The 
proposed site in Harlow is ideally 
located on the London to Cambridge 
science corridor. 

“Public Health England will be able 
to benefit from the life sciences and 
science-based enterprises based

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around Harlow. The town also has an 
Enterprise Zone that specialises in 
MedTech and IT, which will help 
Public Health England in its vital role 
of protecting the nation’s security 
and well-being.” 


He also pointed out that the move 
was a good one for the taxpayer as it is 
estimated that it would save the pub¬ 
lic purse more than £100bn over a 
60-year period. 

Addressing the benefits of the pro¬ 
posal to Harlow, Mr Halfon said: 


“Thanks to the Enterprise Zone and 
the UTC, the relocation would be a 
good strategic fit and Harlow Council 
is very supportive of the move. 

“It would also be consistent with the 
increasingly renowned pathology 
specialism of the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital.” 

He summed up by claiming: “As I 
said, the decision is right 
for Public Health England, 
for British taxpayers and 
for Harlow.” 

Labour parliamentary ca¬ 
ndidate Suzy Stride added: 
“The Public Health Engl¬ 
and hub will without doubt 
be great news for Harlow, 
bringing long-term high 
skilled jobs and continuing 
Harlow’s journey to be a 
science and technology 
hub in the east of England. 
I support it 100 per cent. 

“I welcome the debate in 
the House of Commons on 
the issue. However, the 
debate makes clear this is 
far from a done deal with 
competition between exist¬ 
ing sites at Porton and 
Collindale and the prefered 
site in Harlow. 

“While Public Health England has 
said the former GSK site is its pre¬ 
ferred location for the hub, the 
department is now measuring the 
strengths of the Harlow site against 
the other sites.” 


OLDER victims of domestic abuse in 
Essex were the focus of a conference 
attended by county police and crime 
commissioner Nick Alston on 
Monday. 

The seminar, hosted by the charity 
Safer Places which supports adults 
and children affected by domestic 
and sexual abuse in West Essex, 
highlighted the growing number of 
domestic abuse victims over the age 
of 50 and ways to improve the 
services available to them. 

It was attended by police, social 
workers, health professionals, care 
agencies, women’s aid groups and 
support organisations for the elderly. 

In his speech, Mr Alston said: 


“Abuse involving older victims is an 
area that can easily be overlooked 
and we need to work out how we 
reach those we may not be reaching 
now.” 

Janet Dalrymple, of Safer Places, 
said a quarter of older victims were 
abused by their adult children. 

“For many, their abuser, whether 
their partner or child, has mental 
health, substance misuse or physical 
health problems,” she said. “For 
many the shame and strong belief 
that these things should be kept 
private, as well as fear about what 
will happen if they do report what is 
happening to them, means they 
suffer in silence.”

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A MOTHER whose disabled son 
attends the Essex Cares hub in 
Harlow has said how much happier 
he is as a result. 

Donny Napodano, 22, needs 
round-the-clock care and attends 
The Hub@Harlow - a wellbeing and 
activity centre, in Pyenest Road - 
every day. His mother Rafaela, 50, 
said he loves the time he spends 
there. 

“Donny started in February and 
he does lots of different things 
here,” said Ms Napodano, 50, of 
Nazeing. “He plays with the Wii Fit, 
he does exercises in his chair, he 
does cooking and art and painting 
and he spends time in the sensory 
room. He does so much there and it 
means a lot. 

“He is very happy and it makes me 
happy to see him going somewhere 
where he can take part in a lot of 
different things. 

“The staff here are brilliant and 
talk to me about everything that’s 
been happening and I can talk to 
them. It’s great.” 

Donny has severe learning 
disabilities. He uses a wheelchair 
and communicates non-verbally. 

Ms Napodano, who also has a 
daughter, 18-year-old Silvia, said: 
“How much Donny understands I 
don’t know but he smiles and you 
can see him taking it in and he is 
happier since he started coming 
here. 

“Donny comes here five days a 



week but before he started here, he 
was at home not doing much.” 

Donny spent eight months at 
home after finishing college before 
he started at the centre. 

“He just loves it here. He loves 
music and the sensory room is 
amazing. He really enjoys that. It’s 
made a big difference to him,” Ms 


Napodano added. 

Fiona Hogg, operations 
manager at the centre, said: 
“Donny is a joy to support, he’s 
always happy, always smiling. 

“All the staff love him and they 
take him out into the community 
so he can feel the wind in his 
hair and the sun on his face.” 


The centre reopened in January 
this year, and since the 
refurbishment and relaunch the 
number of customers attending 
The Hub has increased steadily. 

Now the centre caters for more 
than 40 people a day and the 
waiting list for new customers 
continues to grow. 

Ms Hogg added: “The centre 
has been specifically designed 
for fully-inclusive programmes 
for people with learning or 
physical disabilities as well as 
elderly residents. 

“We offer most of our rooms 
and services to hire as well which 
means people that may not be 
able to get the full service 
here at the centre, can hire 
out and experience 
aspects of it which is 
obviously good for them. 

“A lot of our customers 
have choices made for 
them whereas the centre 
is for them and they can 
make choices as to what 
they do with their day, 
what they eat and things 
like that. 

“We get a say so why 
should it be any different 
with our customers? They 
should have a say and 
some control over what 
they do and we try to 
provide those choices.”

THE growing number of aban¬ 
doned and stray cats and kittens in 
Harlow is reaching crisis levels 
and threatens to overwhelm the 
local RSPCA branch, the charity 
warned this week. 

The problem is so serious that 
Euro MP and former Harlow 
Council leader Richard Howitt, 
who is also a vice president of the 
RSPCA, visited its advice centre at 
The Stow on Friday to raise aware¬ 
ness of the situation. 

The increase in abandoned cats is 
putting pressure on local resources 
and the Stort Valley branch now 
has a seven-month waiting list to 
take in animals that owners say 
they can no longer keep. 

It currently has 20 abandoned kit¬ 
tens and 45 adult cats who are wait¬ 
ing to be rehomed. 

National figures from the RSPCA 
reveal a 14 per cent increase in the 
number of cats abandoned this 
year compared to 2013. 

Mr Howitt said: “The cute rescued 
kittens I’ve been shown need loving 
homes but there needs to be much 
more awareness about how to keep 
a cat as a pet. 

“The RSPCA here in Harlow, and 
nationally, is under great pressure

as the number of abandoned cats 
and kittens continues to rise. The 
advice is not to wait until your cat 
has a first litter but to have it neu¬ 
tered as soon as it reaches four 
months. 

“The RSPCA is doing a wonderful 
job finding homes for neglected 
and abandoned animals but it 
needs everyone’s help in learning 
how best to care for pets.” 

He added: “I’m working hard with 
the charity in the European Parlia¬ 


ment to ensure that it is an effec¬ 
tive voice for animal welfare across 
the continent.” 

A local RSPCA welfare officer 
said: “Once the summer draws to 
an end we often find we have many 
weak mothering cats who are 
sometimes on their second or even 
third litter of kittens. 

“The kittens can become very sick 
and often do not survive. It can be 
heartbreaking for animal shelter 
staff to see so much suffering. 

“The RSPCA would encourage 
any member of the public who 
takes on a kitten to have them neu¬ 
tered at four months to reduce 
the risk of any unwanted 
litters being born. It is 
the responsibility of 
any animal owner to 
ensure they have con¬ 
sidered the cost and all 
other aspects relating to 
kittens’ care before commit¬ 
ting to a new pet.” 

She added: “There is a very 
real problem and the RSPCA 
faces a cat crisis which seems 
to only get worse on a yearly 
basis. 

“We would urge anyone 
looking to rehome a kitten to 
rescue one which has been 
vaccinated, microchipped and 
treated for all parasites.”

A DRUNKEN teenager began shouting death 
threats at the bar manager of a Harlow pub 
before spitting at a police officer, a court 
heard. 

The 15-year-old, who cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, was made the subject of a nine- 
month referral order which involves an activity 
programme aimed at keeping him out of fur¬ 
ther trouble. 

The youth, from Roydon, admitted two 
offences of criminal damage, two offences of 
assault and one of threatening behaviour. 

Chelmsford Youth Court was told that he 
damaged 10 beer glasses belonging to the pub, 
caused damage to a police car, assaulted bar 
manager Daniel Kelly and a police officer and 
threatened to kill both. 

Angela Mahadeo, prosecuting, said police 
went to the William Aylmer pub in Harlow 
town centre on August 18 after receiving a 
report of a disturbance. Police arrived and saw 
the boy throw a pint glass at Mr Kelly, causing 
several cuts on his forearm. 

“He was then seen running towards the exit 
still throwing glasses at the manager and one 
at police, smashing into a door frame,” said 
Miss Mahadeo. 

She said he was shouting “I’ll f***ing get him, 
I’ll kill him,” and then yelled at police officers: 
“I’ll kill you when you’re off duty.” 

After he was arrested he headbutted the win¬ 
dow of the police car and continued making 
death threats to the officers. While he was 
being taken into custody he spat directly at one 
police officer. 

His lawyer, Lauren Bond, told the court it was 
the first time he had gone drinking and he did 
not know the affect it would have on him. 

She said: “He’s deeply sorry; he can recall 
very little. He was intoxicated for the first time. 
After being allowed to go into the bar he 
became completely intoxicated. 

“He didn’t realise how it would affect him but 
he has got no excuse, he knows it’s not accept¬ 
able.” 

The youth was ordered to pay £75 compensa¬ 
tion to the bar manager, £50 to the police 
officer in whose direction he spat and £40 
costs. 


Complaints down by a third 
and more compliments for 
county’s ambulance service 

COMPLAINTS about the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service have fallen by a third while the 
number of compliments has risen. 

Figures released by the Health and Social Care 
Information Centre show the trust received 798 
complaints in 2013-14 compared to 1,177 during 
the previous 12 months. 

Over the same period there were 1,389 compli¬ 
ments praising the service and its staff, an 
increase of almost 200. 

EEAST handled more than 912,000 emergency 
calls and 774,000 non-emergency patient trans¬ 
port journeys in 2014-15. 

Chief executive Dr Anthony Marsh said: “We 
have been working hard to improve our service to 
patients and this is another encouraging sign 
that things are getting better. 

“As we recruit hundreds of new frontline staff, as 
well as upskill our existing staff, the service and 
response to patients will continue to improve.”

Day the world’s 
biggest airship 
flew over town

L IVING so close to Stansted 
Airport means that Harlow 
residents are used to seeing planes 
in the sky, but 84 years ago the 
world’s biggest airship flew over 
the town. 

The R101, which was 777 feet long 
(236m), only flew twice. On its 
second flight it crashed over France 
where it lay as a wreck well into 
1931 before being salvaged. 

However, it’s maiden flight was a 
success and the R101 flew right over 
Harlow. 

Neil Betteridge, 46, sent in this 
photo of the airship as it crossed 
over the town on October 1, 1930. 

The picture was taken by his great 
grandmother, Annie Foulkes. 

The giant airship passed over 
Essex as it headed towards the coast 
and then returned to its hanger at 
Bedford. 

“The house in the photo is called 
‘The Endway’, “ said taxi driver Mr

What to do if you think you’ve been mis-sold PPI 


THE mis-selling of payment 
protection insurance - or PPI - on 
loans, credit cards, hire purchase 
agreements, mortgages or other 
credit repayments has resulted in 
significant damage to the 
reputation of financial institutions. 

Late last month the Financial 
Conduct Authority ordered banks 
and other lenders to re-open more 
than 2.5 million complaints about 
PPI that were rejected or paid too 
little in compensation. 

You may have been a victim of PPI 
mis-selling if one of the 

following applies: 

» you were pressured into taking 
PPI; 

» you were not advised that it was 
optional; 

» you were advised to take cover 
that was not suitable for you; 

» you thought PPI was a condition 
or would increase your chances of 
getting credit; 

» significant exclusions were not 
explained such as being self- 
employed or pre-existing medical 
conditions;

» the PPI was added without your 
knowledge; 

» you were not advised that you 
would pay interest on the cost of 
PPI if it was added to the loan; 

» it was not made clear that PPI 
cover would end before the loan 
or credit was repaid. 

These are just some examples; you 
may have been mis-sold PPI for 
other reasons. 

Guidance about how to claim and 
standard letters and claim forms 
can be found on several websites 
including www.financial- 
ombudsman.org.uk and www. 
moneysavingexpert.com. 


If you do not have access to the 
internet at home you can get free 
access at your local library. 

You may have received telephone 
calls from claims companies 
offering to make a claim for you. 
The charges can be 30 per cent of 
the total compensation paid. 

In most cases it makes sense to 
make the claim yourself as 
compensation can be several 
thousand pounds in some cases. 

The Money Saving Expert website 
at www.moneysavingexpert.com 
contains a very useful ‘should I use 
a claims handler’ checker. 

If the answer is yes, you should 
read the ‘what to look out for when 
choosing a claims handler’ 
checklist. 

We can send hard copies of 
information if you can’t get access 
to the internet. We only take PPI 
cases on in very limited 
circumstances because most of our 
time is spent on other types of 
specialist money advice casework.

LOCAL policing teams working around the 
clock are among changes introduced by Essex 
Police. 

Each of the county’s 10 policing districts will 
now have a team of officers under the control 
of a chief inspector, who will be responsible for 
responding to and investigating crime and 
other community concerns. 

The teams will be dealing with issues such as 
anti-social behaviour, safeguarding repeat 
and vulnerable victims and tackling drug and 
alcohol misuse. 

They will work from local stations and oper¬ 
ate on a 24/7 basis. It will mean 500 officers 
will work under the direct control of local 
police commanders. 

The shake-up aims to put the emphasis on 
local policing, and demonstrate accountabili¬ 
ty to communities and a strong understanding 
of local problems. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh said: 
“Local policing is at the very heart of how I 
believe the public want policing delivered in 
the county. The changes we are making dem¬ 
onstrate our commitment to local policing. 

“The development of local teams, supported 
by new policing hubs, recognises the fact that 
communities want officers with good local 
knowledge who really understand their local 
issues.” 

He said Police Community Support Officers 
would continue to play a key role by providing 
a visible presence in the community, adding: 
“I understand and agree with the importance 
residents and businesses attach to this local 
presence.”

Essex Police and Crime Commissioner Nick 
Alston said: “At the heart of the Police and 
Crime Plan for Essex is the concept of local 
solutions for local problems and I know the 
Chief Constable remains committed to this 
approach. 

“Returning officers to local supervision 
ensures ongoing ownership of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour incidents by local officers.” 

Mr Alston added: “I’m delighted that PCSOs 
remain an integral part of the local policing 
model. I know how highly they are valued by 
local communities, and the visible presence 
they provide through their regular patrol beats 
is invaluable. 

“Another key element is close working 
between Essex Police and key partner agen¬ 
cies, such as Community Safety Partnerships, 
who together can help build a safer Essex. 

“As the local policing model develops, plans 
for enhanced and focused meetings between 
local officers and PCSOs and the public they 
serve will be implemented. 

“I see the opportunity such engagement pro¬ 
vides for ensuring local challenges are 
addressed and resolved over time as a key part 
of the new local policing model.” 

Essex Police is also introducing dedicated 
domestic abuse investigation teams across the 
county. Specialist officers and staff will over¬ 
see all domestic abuse investigations as well as 
work closely with partner agencies to provide a 
“robust, co-ordinated response”.

System for subtitles will be music to the ears 


AN inventor has been working with Harlow Playhouse to 
improve the theatre experience for those with impaired 
hearing. 

Jack Ezra, owner of 3D Experience, has developed the 
"invisible subtitles" system that makes subtitles visible only 
to members of the audience who choose to wear special 
lightweight glasses. 

"The whole point of our system is it's not intrusive to the 
hearing audience, but if you put the glasses on you will 
clearly see the subtitles," he said. 

The system will be piloted during the forthcoming 
production of the Barry Manilow musical Copacabana. 

Mr Ezra has received positive feedback from the 
innovative subtitle system and believes it will open up 
musical theatre to the deaf and hard-of-hearing. 

"Previously families with deaf people haven't been able to 


enjoy these live experiences together," said Mr Ezra. "With 
the addition of subtitles, the deaf and hard-of-hearing can 
understand what is going on and actually enjoy 
themselves." 

3D Experience recently received backing from 
entrepreneur George Georgiou to further develop an off¬ 
screen cinema subtitle system which could be used in 
cinemas. 

He said: "People in the cinema don't like subtitles 
distracting them, but this new system will be off the screen 
and not visible unless you want to see it." 

Confident he can compete with competitors by offering 
value for money to chains and independents, he said: 
"Glasses developed by Sony can cost up to £1,000, where 
as with our system you only have to use lightweight 3D 
glasses which cost less than £1."

Give the garden 
a spring boost 
with new bulbs 


There's a nip in the air which, to me, signals the 
end of summer and provides a wake-up call to start 
planting some spring bulbs to brighten up borders 
and patios next year. 

Yet the wealth of varieties on offer, from crocus 
and dwarf narcissi to fragrant hyacinths and majestic 
tulips, can leave many gardeners wondering what to 
choose. 

Suppliers are constantly trying to help customers 
select the best combinations. Suttons (www.suttons. 
co.uk), for instance, has a range called 'Plant-O- 
Mat' - pre-planted bulbs inserted in individual 
compartments in a biodegradable tray. You just dig a 
hole, put the tray in and cover it with compost. The 
range features a number of combinations, colours 
and sizes and they also cater for window boxes and 
containers. 

If you want something different which is going 
to stand the test of time, Gardening Which? has 
recently trialled a number of new bulbs to see 
how they fared. Researchers found that some new 
varieties will flower more consistently and for much 
longer than many older varieties. 

Last autumn, triallists chose 50 new varieties of 
spring-flowering bulbs and grew them alongside five 
well-known varieties - daffodils 'Delnashaugh' and 
'Dutch Master', and tulips 'Ballerina','Mount Tacoma' 
and 'Red Riding Hood' - for comparison. 

Bulbs were planted in October: hyacinths 15cm

deep, narcissus twice their own depth and tulips at 
three times their own depth. In spring the bulbs' 
development was monitored - when they flowered, 
how long they lasted and their sizes, colours and 
scents. 

In the latest batch of testing, researchers noticed 
a lot of colour-changing varieties (such as tulip 
'Caribbean Parrot') with flowers that open in one 
colour then change to another as they age, adding a 
new element of interest. 

New daffodils which came out on top included 
'Ferris Wheel', a large bright yellow variety which 
grows to 40cm and produces immense trumpets 
with a frilly rim, flowering in April for around three 
weeks. 

A more subtle variety whose flowering period 
lasted up to 32 days was 'Beautiful Eyes' which has 
small, straight stems holding clusters of two or three 
creamy flowers with yellow centres and gives off a 
heady fragrance. 

Tulips recommended included 'Mistress Mystic' - a 
pink goblet-shaped flower which grows to 60cm and 
looks ideal in the middle of a border - and the zingy 
'Caribbean Parrot' which lasted much longer than 
any other parrot-type tulip in the trial and looked 
wonderful in a pot. Its most impressive feature, 
though, was its colour-changing flowers which 



What to do in the 
garden this week 

:: Bring in house plants that have 
been standing outdoors in the 
summer, before they succumb to 
cooler weather. 

:: Plant daffodil bulbs, which begin 
their root growth earlier than most 
bulbs. 

:: Plant out spring-flowering 
biennials including wallflowers and 
forget-me-nots in their flowering 
positions. 

:: Store apples and pears for use 
over the winter. 

:: Continue to pick sweet peas to 
encourage further flowers. 

:: Plant dwarf bulbs such as crocus 
in lawns and grassy banks and 
scillas and chionodoxas in pots. 

:: Protect the ripening fruit of 
plums and cherries from birds and 
squirrels. Pick the fruit as it 
becomes ripe but watch out for 
wasps when picking. 

:: Visit dahlia shows to identify new 
varieties you’d like to grow. 


started mainly yellow, but deepened as they aged, 
until eventually they were almost completely red. 

Among the top-performing hyacinths was 'Pink 
Angel', whose brightly coloured flower spikes were 
much larger and better formed than any of the other 
varieties, with a fantastically potent scent. Unlike the 
other hyacinths grown in the test, they managed to 
stay bolt upright throughout the trial - something 
that is essential if you're going to use them in the 
garden, although they looked good in pots too. 


:: Lift and divide five-year-old clumps of perennial 
herbs such as bergamot and lemon balm, 
discarding the old woody centres and replanting in 
new positions. 

:: Reduce watering orchids indoors as growth 
slows down and apply the last feed. From the end 
of September until next April no feeding is 
necessary. 


Focus on flavour rather than agonise over appearance 


IF Tom Kerridge was still drinking, now 
would be the time to crack open the bubbly 
and toast his success. 

With a new cookery book -Best Ever 
Dishes - and an accompanying television 
series, a bustling pub in Marlow and even 
an imposter pretending to be him on 
Twitter - it's fair to say that Kerridge is 
having a bit of a moment right now. 

But after a massive 40th birthday 
celebration which the jolly chef jokes he's 
"still suffering from", just a pint of diet 
Coke will do. 

"I've knocked the booze on the head 
and thought I'd have a clean year," he says 
in his distinctive burr. "So far we're doing 
alright. I haven't fallen off the wagon yet." 

Giving up alcohol is just one thing that 
has changed in Kerridge's life since his first 
solo cookery series, Proper Pub Food, was 
aired last year. For starters he's lost six 
stone, partially through the abstinence and 
partially through swimming. Then there's 
the teeming mass of fans he's gained 
through his TV series, book and Michelin 
two-star pub 

All this could go to a man's head but 
Kerridge says he is still the same bloke he's 
always been. Indeed, before the cameras 
started to roll on his first series, he insisted 
that he remained himself and "not a 
cartoon character" on screen. 

That people like the real him is a "huge 
compliment" and, luckily, he likes them too. 

"I'm quite a people person. I'd say every 
day, I come across somebody who knows 
who I am and I have no idea who they are, 
and that's quite cool, because I get to find 
out." 

Often people will stop to ask the chef 
about his favourite food or tweet him 
pictures of their versions of Kerridge's lamb 
and Boulangere potatoes which they've 


Recipe of the week 


RED MULLET ON BAKED PROVENCAL 
VEGETABLES (serves 4) 

2 large aubergines 
8 ripe tomatoes 

3 large courgettes, cut into 5mm 
slices 

Olive oil, for drizzling 

4 x 170g red mullet fillets, pin-boned 
and scaled 

Itsp lemon thyme leaves (ordinary 
thyme if lemon isn’t available) 

Itsp oregano leaves 
Flaky sea salt, to finish 
Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

For the onion jam: 

31/2tbsp olive oil 
31/2tbsp red wine vinegar 
500g red onions, halved and sliced 
Itbsp thyme leaves 
Itbsp light muscovado sugar 
3 garlic cloves, grated 
Finely grated zest of 1 lemon 
50g soft dark brown sugar 


Pierce the aubergines all over with a 
sharp knife, put them on to a plate 
and cover with cling film. Microwave 
them on full power for 8-10 minutes, 
until they are very soft in the middle. 
If you don’t have a microwave, place 
the pierced aubergines on a baking 
tray and bake at 200C/Gas Mark 6 for 
45 minutes to one hour, depending on 
their size. Keep an eye on them, as 
you want them to be just fluffy in the 
middle and for the flesh to be as pale 
as possible. Cool then cut them in 
half lengthways, scoop out the flesh, 
mash with a fork and season. 

To make the onion jam, pour the 
olive oil and vinegar into a large 
saucepan with the onions, thyme and 
sugar and cook over a medium heat 
for 40-50 minutes, until the onions 
are soft and have an almost jammy 
consistency. Stir from time to time 
and make sure the mixture doesn’t 
catch on the bottom. Remove from 
the heat and add the garlic and lemon 
zest. Mix the onion jam into the 
mashed-up aubergine and spoon this 
into the bottom of an ovenproof 


serving dish. 

Preheat the oven to 180C/gas mark 
4. Prepare a bowl of iced water and 
place it by the hob. Bring a large 
saucepan of water to the boil and 
drop in the tomatoes - count to ten, 
then remove and plunge them into 
the iced water. Peel the skins from 
the tomatoes and slice them into 
5mm slices. Layer the tomatoes and 
courgettes on top of the aubergine 
and onion mixture in lines, or one by 
one, or just randomly. Drizzle on 
some olive oil and season. Bake for 
10-12 minutes. 

Remove from the oven and put the 
fillets of red mullet on top, skin-side 
up. Return to the oven and bake for 
eight to 10 minutes, until the fish is 
cooked. Sprinkle on the lemon thyme 
and oregano and season with flaky 
sea salt. Serve immediately. 


"Some of the best dishes you'll ever have

- never look like pretty pictures on plates, 
but they taste incredible and you always 
remember what something tastes like. 

"You come away thinking it feels like this 
has been cooked with love - and that's the 
most important thing about cooking." 

Focusing on flavour is a mantra that 
hasn't changed during Kerridge's career. 
And while life shifts around him, he takes 
comfort in the things he's always held dear, 
such as the praise of his mum 
who raised him and his 
brother alone. 

"She's a very 
proud mum, which 
is great," he says 
with a belly 
laugh. "Even as a 
41-year-old bloke, 
your mum being 
proud of you is 
still cool." 


served up for a Sunday roast. 

And Kerridge, whose new book sees 
him adding twists on classic dishes like 
tomato soups and rice puddings, is eager to 
encourage his fans to head to the kitchen 
and have a go. 

"It's amazing, because it means that 
the book is getting cooked from," he says 
of the feedback he's had from readers. "I 
don't want it to be a coffee table book, 

I want it to be cooked from, covered in 


grease and flour and battered." 

Equally not precious about his 
recipes, Kerridge hopes readers and 
viewers will focus on flavour rather 
than agonise over appearance. 

"I'll say this to all of my chefs 
here and customers alike, if you 
cook things with love and passion 
and you care for everything that 
you're doing, that will reflect on 
the flavour," he says.

EVERYWHERE I look at the 
moment there seem to be 
builders. Skips outside of 
houses, scaffolding going 
up and old structures 
coming down. 

It looks like there has 
been a sudden rush of home 
improvements. Whether this 
is to get things done before 
more inclement weather 
sets in or home owners are 
feeling a little wealthier I 
couldn’t say. 

According to new research 
from Lloyds Bank, as a 
nation we’re obsessed with 
making changes to our 
homes. Some 44 per cent of 
us have either completed 
some significant home 
improvements or are 
planning to do so shortly. 

Common reasons cited for 
these projects are to 
change the use of a room 
(32 per cent) and to add 
value (33 per cent). The fact 
that changing a room’s 
function is unlikely to add 
any value (a fact recognised 
by 40 per cent of those 
interviewed) didn’t seem to 
deter anyone. 

In fact, 17 per cent 
believed that in doing so, 
they had added £10,000- 
£25,000 and a highly 
optimistic 10 per cent were 
under the impression they 
had added between 
£25,000-£50,000! Actually, 
sacrificing a bedroom can 
just as easily reduce the 
value of a property. 

Apparently 25 per cent of 
us buy properties with the 
intention of adding value 
either by updating or 
extending them. Some 29 
per cent of home improvers 
estimate that, as the result 
of the work they’d carried 
out, the property was worth 
between £10,000 to £25,000 
more. Not a bad return 
when the average home 
improvement project costs 
just £4,000. 

However we have a 
tendency to over-estimate 
the value we add, especially 
if the work is not of the 
right quality. Around 10 per 
cent of projects go wrong, 
landing us with a bill 
typically as high as £3,200. 

Of course, no one wanted 
to take responsibility. 
Shoddy workmanship was 
blamed for the problems by 
54 per cent of those 
surveyed.

HARLOW’S season ended with a murmur rather 
than a bang as they suffered a seven-wicket loss 
against Shepherd Neame Essex Cricket League 
division one champions Colchester on Saturday.

“Not clinching key moments has cost us a poten¬ 
tial top two finish,” added Ahmed. “We will look to 
strengthen for next season and continue to give 


opportunities to those who deserve it.” 

It was an unlikely conclusion to the campaign for 
Harlow twos, who found themselves relegated as 
soon as they lost the toss against Loughton, as 
teams are only able to get 20 points for a win bat¬ 
ting second. 

Loughton only required 10 points for promotion 
but were given a rude awakening, as Harlow seam- 
er Lewis Aldred tore through the opposition. 

He produced a sensational spell of 8-53 and 
Loughton were dismissed for 149, giving them only 
two batting points. 

Harlow achieved the target for the loss of three 
wickets, with Lloyd Sykes (31 not out) hitting the 
last ball of the game for four. 

Alan Jones top scored with 51 not out. 

Captain Danny Stone said: “Lewis and Alan have 
been the only constants in a team which has great¬ 
ly underachieved this season. Lewis finished the 
season with an impressive 39 wickets and 13-year- 
old Alan racked up an incredible 624 runs at an 
average of 52.” 

Harlow thirds played the final game of the season 
at home against Chelmsford knowing that they had 
already secured the division one title. 

They batted first and initially struggled, slipping 
to 65-6 after 20 overs. 

The lower order fought back, as Soulat Ali (77), 
Jack Sykes (67 not out), Dip Basnet (21) and captain 
Dave Whellams (33) steered the side to 288 all out 


from 45.5 overs. 

Despite a steady start Chelmsford were dismissed 
for 149, with Amir Farooq finishing with 5-12. 

Whellams said: “This has been a highly reward¬ 
ing season and our second successive champion¬ 
ship winning promotion. Harlow Ills will be play¬ 
ing in the premier league next season for the first 
time in our history.” 

Division one champions Harlow fourths drew 
with hosts Wickford in their last game. 

Batting first, Harlow amassed 194, with opener 
James Coldwell carrying his bat for an unbeaten 
century, his third of the season. 

In reply, Wickford fell agonisingly short at 193-9 
and the points were shared. 

Conor Monk (2-24) and Callum Sykes (4-43) 
bowled tightly to force the draw. 

“I’m disappointed not to win the game today and 
finish the season off on a high but we had a very 
young side out and I was missing five regulars,” 
said skipper Rob Coldwell. 

“We’ve had some great individual performances 
all season but the secret for our success again this 
year is playing as a team: heads don’t drop and 
everyone encourages each other. We never give up. 

“As with the thirds, it is great to create history for 
the club in playing premier league next season for 
the first time.”

MANY teenagers might go on holiday follow¬ 
ing their GCSEs for a bit of relaxation.

The 
association’s president Charles George put 
them in touch with Kwame Hypolite, PR offic¬ 
er for the Grenada Athletics Association, who 
confirmed that they would be honoured to 
host the youngster during his visit.

Speaking of the experience, Will said: “ I was 
really flattered that they wanted to invest so 
much time in me when they have such bril¬ 
liant athletes of their own. 


“Training for two-three hours daily was a lit¬ 
tle tough sometimes in the heat, but cooling 
off in the sea was always waiting at the end of 
training! 

“The standard of coaching was excellent and 
I have made some lifelong friends.
